Uoris started to -work his way across 
the mountains toward the allies. lie 
walked wltli n cane, for in the battles 
the Servians had been fighting with 
the Germans lie had IH-CII wounded in 
the calf of Ills lei;. Ill* dimmer wiis 
not from beiiiK captured by organized 
armies, for such did not lie in his path. 
AVbut he feared was the people whom 
ho would meet on the way, whose 
sympathies were with Ibe Bulgarians 
nnd who were on the lookout for spies. 


Boris was hobbling nlong southward 


when ho encountered three Bulgarians 
who were picketing the road, and he 
wns stopped for examination. He (old 
them that lie was a Roumanian who 
had been In Servla when attacked by 
(lie CJerinans and had been impressed 
info the .Servian army. He had Itecn 
wounded in the lei; and while in the 
hospital had found ft way to escape, 
fie was on bis way home. 


The men refused to let him pass 


without a thorough examination, for 
they had been stationed ou the rond to 
make sure that there should be no 
communication between the armies try- 
ing to effect n junction. They took off 
every bit of ills clothing and, after 
examining; It thoroughly, burned it, Jn- 
clmllnp: his b;U nnd his shoes and the 
Man" on which he leaned. 
They even 


combed his hair. AVhcn they w«-re sat- 
isiled that lie bore no message they 
procured him clothing from a fnr.ni- 
house in which they made their head- 
quarters and, cutting him a cane from 
a tree, let him pas-j on. 


This stoppage continued hlu belief 


that the enemy were impressed with 
the importance to their cause of pre- 
venting any communication between 
the Servians and the nlllcs. He liad 
passed (lie lirst picket, but felt sure 
that it was not the last. True enough, 
while descending a mountain which 
lay between the two opposing armies 
be mi't a guard of Bulgarian soldiers 
who Jiad been ordered to look out for 
spies, or, rather, for any one who 
Mould be likely to carry :i message. 


Again Uoris was stopped nnd order- 


ed to give iin account of himself.

was stripped and his clothing exam- 
ined, but it was returned to him. 
They even unwound the bandage about 
the wound in bis leg to see if there 
was anyihing concealed in it.

Procuring some mustard from 
a house near by. they forced him to 
drink some of It mixed with -.vater.

Then they gave him a piece 
of rye bread and bade hlru proceed on 
his journey. 


A third time he was Btnpj»ed tiot far 


from the French lines and put through 
an oral examination by Hie ofliecr coni- 
inaiidiug nu outpost, before whom he 
w;is taken. This man plied him with 
KO many question!! that lie contradicted 
bim.seif, and. although nothing Incrim- 
inating was found on him. he wns held 
and placed under guard. 
I)uring the 


night lie began to groan as If In pain 
and presently lay stiff and stark, as 
though, dead. There was no medical 
man at hand tn cxnmlm* him, so they 
covered him with a cavalryman's 
and betook themselves to sU-ei'. 


As KOOII as Boris heard their 


he rolir-d into gome, brush near him 
and. getting tip on his legs, proceeded 
on his journey.
